The Judge holds that 
the secret letter, directing Mrs. Ben- 
nett, the widow, to pay Bryan jr.0.000, 
was not u part of the will, and the of- 
feet of this Is to prevent Bryan from 
obtaining the m0ney mentioned In the 
letter, unless Judge Cleaveland's de- 
cision Is reversed by a higher court, 
or unless Bryan should be luccessful 
In legal proceedings against Mrs. Ben- 
nett In the event that the money 
should be paid under clause 12 of the 
will, which roads as follows: 


"I give and bequeath to my wife. 


Grace Imogen Bennett, the sum of $50.- 
000 (fifty thousand dollar*) In trust, 
however, for the purposes set forth In 
a sealed letter which will be found 
with will." 


Exonerates Bryan. 


In his decision the Judge says: 
'I find that there wan no undue In- 


fluence by Mr. Urynn over Mr. Ben- 
'nett, but that the srnled letter was not 
incorporated In the will. It must also 
be remembered that the testator had 
ample opportunity to change his will 
at any time during the last three years 
of his life without the knowledge of 
Mr. Bryan.

ples for which both had contended,

death, docs not seem more unusual 
than the gift of $3,000 offered to Mr.

Leaves Section Open. 


Bryan reached this city and went to

heirs, and against me on the technical 
law points only. 
. "The judge finds that no undue In- 
fluence was exerclsct' on Mr. Bennett, 
and that no Injustice was done to the 
relatives, and he expressly disclaims 
any intention to decide whether or not 
the twelfth section can hereafter be 
held operative In establishing a trust. 


"1 am much better pleased with the 


decision than I wou'd have been If 
the court had decided for me on the 
legal points and against me on the 
moral questions Involved." 


Bryan will remain In New Haven or

Express Great Enthusiasm Over Their 


Recognition by Uncle

Co- 
lombia's sovereignty on tlio 'isthmus 
will be again recognized when Its rule 
has been re-established by peaceable 
methods but not by v.-ar. In his mes- 
sage to XCinlster Bcniipri!. Secretary 
Hay. has paraphrased President Me- 
ICInley's message to congress In re- 
gard to Cuba: "In the name of hu- 
manity. In the name of civilization, 
In behalf of endangered American In- 
terests, which give us the right and 
the duty to speak out and to act, the 
war In Culm must stop." 


Secretary- Hay Instructed Minister 


Beauprc to say to Colombia that the 
president "holds that he Is bound, 
not merely by treaty obligations, but 
by the Interests of civilization, to nee 
that the peaceable traffic of the world 
across the Isthmus of Panama shall 
no longer bo disturbed by a constant 
succession of unnecessary and waste- 
ful civil wars." 


Colombia will not be allowed to 


make war to regain possession of the 
isthmus. If it can secure posxcsslon 
by peaceable means It may do so. but 
the United States warships will not 
permit an attack on the new govern- 
ment. 


Monroe Doctrine Is Basis. 


The administration's course la re- 


garded by some as an almost radical 
step In the American policy toward tho 
small republics ot the South, but by 
those who have advised the President 
It Is considered a necessary one In as- 
serting the Monroe Doctrine as de- 
fended by Mr. Blnlne In his circular 
letter Inviting tho South American re- 
publics to attend the Pan-American 
congress. 


"The position of the United States 


as the leading power of the

world." said tho letter, "might well 
give to its government a claim to 
authoritative utterance for. the ,piir- 
pose of quieting discord among'^lts 
neighbors, with all, of whom the most 
friendly relations exist." 


While It IB true that the recogni- 


tion of the provisional government Is 
only conditioned on Its ability to main- 
tain Itself, little doubt Is felt here that 
the new republic will be of a perma- 
nent character. 


The new government will continue 


for about four months, when the Is- 
thmian congress, yet to be formed, 
will he called upon to form a govern- 
ment. 
.-It will then he In order for Ministers 
to be appointed between the United 
Mates and Panama, which will const!- 
tue full political recognition of the lat- 
ter state. A treaty will be made with 
it. and under that treaty a new con- 
cession for the canal will ue secured

Pasteurization 'is a process duo to 


the researches of a great 
French 


scientist. Louis Pasteur, who 
first 


employed It and from whom comes 
the name by which It Is known. The 
process consists In heating milk to 
a 1GG degrees Farenhelt temperature 
at-which temperature it is held for 
a few seconds only. 
It is then Im- 


mediately 
cooled, 
almost to 
the 


freezing point. 
The later step Is 


quite as essential as is that of heat 
ing, the milk undergoing a change 
of. 110 degrees temperature within 
ten seconds. 
It Is this sudden heat- 


ing and cooling process that 
kills 


the germ life deleterious 'to health.
